A SECOND MURDER H 
Quite recently another Litre girl dis- 
appeared from the same village. © She 
was Florence Little. aged nine. As is 
always the case in these colliery dis- 
tricts, the whole mining cémmunity 
tured out ta look for her, and scoured 
the mountains round all night and 
day, bat with no result. Harold 
donex was one of the keeuest in the 
search, and the suggestion caine from 
him that blaodhounds should be em- 
ployed.

It 
was a hard job to get him out of the 
place and he now makes unexpected 
appearances before Police Courts some 
way away from the scene of the 
tragedy.

she hal certainly died from cerebral 
haeinor.haige which the doctors ad- 
mitted might well have been due to 
dilation of the stomach. The man had 
lived in the same house with the dead 
body for several days and it had then 
preyed so mach on his mind that he 
had gone away to commit suicide.

UNVISITED JAPAN. 


“THE MERCY OF BUDDALA. 


J. W. ROBERTSON scutr’s MEMORIES, 

One day ay E walked along a narrow 
path between ricetields in a remote 
district in Japan, I saw a Buddhist 
Priest coming my way. He was tosy- 
faced ‘and benign, broad-shouldered, 
and a little rotund. He had with him 
a string of Small children. 1 stood by 
te let him pass and lifted my hat. 


~ |The pricst bowed and stopped, and 


we entered into conversation. He told 
me that he was taking the children to 
a festival, 1 said that I should like 
to meet him again. He offered to 
come to see mein the evening, When 
he came, and I asked him what 
was the chief difficulty in the way of 
improving the moral condition of his 
Village, ke answered, “I am.” 

We spoke of Buddhism, and he com- 
plained that, “though the founder of 
Shinsha wore flaxen clothing, Shiu- 
shu priests now have clitering 
costumes,” People thought of the 
priest and the temple as something 
beyond their own lives, * contrary to 
the principles of religion and de- 
moeracy.”” 

Another hindrance to the improve- 
ment of rural life was the way in 
which landowners ** despised exertion 
and lived luxuriously, thinking them- 
"selves--clever because they read the 
newspapers.” These landlonis were 
fond of curios, (n these they spent 


‘}money,- keeping their capital in such 


things instead of in agriculture, A 
wise man had called the curio seller 
the Spirit of Poverty. He said that 
the spirit visited a man when he 
hecame rich, in order to bring curios 
to him, and again when he became 
poor. to take them away from him. 
‘After he became poor the Spirit of 
Poverty never visited him again. 

Yet another drawback to rural 
progress was petty political ambition, 
People slandered neighbours who be- 
longed to another party and would 
not associate with them. Such party 
feeling was one of the bad influences 
of civilisation. Further, there had to 
be fought in the village a mercenary 
spirit and materialism. There was 
not, however, much trouble due to 
drink, and there was no gambling, 
Formerly the young men used to visit, 
the factory girls, and there might still 
be impropriety between young people, 
bat this was rare. Lately there had 
been land’ speculation, and same of 
those whe made money went to tza- 
houses to see geisha. 

Theré- was inthe neighbourhood, 
the old mari went'on, a temple belong- 
ing to the same sect as his own and 
he was on friendly terms with its 
priest. It was a good discipline for 
two priests to be working near one 
another if they were of the same sect. 
for their work was compared. He! 


preached four days a month. Each: 
service consisted of readirig for an 
jbour, and then a sermon for two 
hours, He had also: a service every 
| orning from five to six. From 100 
' to 200 persons would attend the three 
j hours’ service, and about thirty the 
jearly morning gathering. “I feat

His talk did not sound like preaching 
at all. It was the kind, friendly, talk 
of the fireside at a solemn time. 
“Faith, prayer, morality, these only 
are needful,” was the burden of the 
simple address, “We have-faith by 
Divine providence; out of our thanks- 
giving comes prayer, and we cannot 
but be good.” It was isin that the 
old women loved their priest. In the 
front af the congregation were three 
crones, guatled in hand-~ ‘and face. 
When the sermon of an hour or so 
came to un end they spoke quavering- 
ly of the mercy of Buddha to them 
and of their own feebleness to do well. 
The old priest gently offered them 
comfort and counsel, . 
THE TEMPLE SCENE, 

After the service, in the light af 
the priest’s paper lantern, I made 
my way along the road to the temple. 
At length I found myself mounting 
the lichened stone steps to the great 
closed gates. The piest drew the 
long wooden bolt, and pashed one 
gate creakingly back, We went by a 
paved’ pathway into the deeper 
shadow of the temple itself. Then 
a light glowed from the side of the 
building, and we were in the priest’s 
house. It was like a farmhouse. only 
more refined in detail, 

About half-past four in the morning 
I was awakened: by the booming of 
the temple bell, It is the sound 
which, of all delights in the Far 
East, is most memorable. I got up, 
and, following the example of my 
host, had a bathin the open. Then, 
having dressed. I was hehted along 
passages into the public part of the 
temple. The priest began service at 
the middle altar. Afterwards he 
proceeded to a side altur. At one 
staye of the service he chanted a hymn 
whick ran something like this: “From 
the virtues and mercies of divine pro- 
vidence we get faith. the worth of 
which is boundless.” The ice of petty 
care and trouble which froze our 
hearts is melted. It has become the 
water of divine illumination, bearing 
ys to peace. The more care and 
trouble, the greater the illumination 
and the reward. 

I knelt on the outside of the 
congregational group. It was cold as 
the great doars were slid open from 
time to time, and the kneeling figures 
grew in numbers to about forty. Day 
broke, and a few sparrows twittered 
by the time the first part of the service 
was over. 

The priest then took up 4 lamp in 
his right hand and a book in his left 


divine providence. Gold was beauti- 
ful to look at, butif gold stuck in 
one’s eyes so that one could not see, 
how then? 

So the pastor went on, press'ng 
home his thoughts with anecdote or 
legend. There was the tale of a 
woman whose character benefited 
when: her husband became a leper. 
Another story was of an injured lizard 
which was fed for many days by its 
mate. We were also told of a mis 
chievous fellow who tried to anger a 
believer. The ne’er-do-well went ta 
the man’s house and called him a liar, 
The believer thanked him for his faith- 
ful dealing, and said that it might be 
true that he was a liar.. He would be 


glad. he said, to be given further 
advice after his wife had warmed 
water in order that the visitor might 
wash his feet. “The mind of the 
vagabond was thereupon influenced.” 
The rays of light from the lamp 
illumined the large Buddka-like 
shaven head and countenance of the 
‘good priest and the labour-worn faces 
of his flock ‘around him, Two 
weather-beaten men curiously re- 
sembled Highland-elders, I saw that 
they, an old woman, and a young 
mother witha child tied on her back. 
kept their eyes fixed.on the preacher. 
It was plain that in the service they 
found strength for the day. 
AN ADDRESS AT THE ALTAR RAUL. 
was in a reverie when the priest 
ended his talk. To my embarrass- 
ment he begged me to come with him, 
within the altar rail and speak to the 
people. I had been quickened:to such 
a degree by the experience of the 
previous night and by th's service at 
dawn that I stood up at once. 
But there seemed to .be not one 
single word at my command, and 
my knees knocked because of coid 
and shyness. I grasped the chilly 
brass altar rail, and, as I met the gaze 
of friendly sun-tanned. catrerutted, 
alien faces, which yet had the look of 
kent folk,’ IT marvelously found 
sentence following sentence. What I 
said matters nothing. What L fels 
was the utity of all religion, my 
veneration for this rare priest, a vense 
of kinship with these worshippers of 
another race and faith, and a realisa- 
tion of the elemental things which lie 
at the basis -of 
understanding. Several old peasants 
and their wives came upto me and 
bowed, and made little speeches of 
Kindness and cordiality. Six was 
striking on a clock in the priega 
rooms as the doors of the temple were

PACIFIC TRADE. 


FSHIPPING BOARD CHANGES, 
NEW SERVICES TO BONGKONG. 


Changes in the operation of United 
States Shipping Board freighters 
operating oa the Pacific will see the 
Columbia Pacific Company the only 
firm operating out of Portland to the 
Far East and the Admiral Line the 
only company to send ships across 
the Pa from Seattle, according to 
a private etble received in Shanghai 
on September 16, 

The Columbia Pacific Company has 
been allocated more ships, Shanghai 
offices «f the China Pacific Company, 
agents in Tupan and China, admitted 
that services would. be extended to 
Hongkong and the Philippines in 
addition to a continuance of the 
North Chiaa Line which covers 
Sharghai and Portland via Tsing- 
tao, Tientsin, Dairen and Japan 
ports. - Four addition.1 vessels 
have been allocated for’ service 
betweer. Portland and Japan ports 
only. increasing the Company's fleet 
to eight freighters of 8,800 tons cach 
for the services to China and Japan. 

According to the cable the Shipping 
Board service hitherto maintained by 
the Admiral Line is to be discontinu- 
ed. The Shanghai office of the Ad- 
miral Line has not yet received 
advices of the contemplated change. 

Operation of Skipping Board vessels 
out of Seattle for trans-Pacific service 
by Frank Waterhouse & Co.,. and 
Struthers and Dixon is to be dis- 
continued, leaving the field free tu the: 
Admiral Line, according to the cable.

HOME TRADE. 


MANCHESTER WEEKLY 
MARKET REPORT. 


Messrs. James F.. Hutton & Co., 
Ltd., Manchester, reported as follows 
on Wednesday. August 17 :~ . 

The feature of the week's trading 
in the cotton markets has again been 
persistent unfavourable news of the 
stowing American crop. The National 
Ginners’ Association, in their mid 
monthly report, now estimate the 
condition as 57, indicating a crop of 
7,400,000 bales against a condition of 
67.4 and a crop of 8,450,000 bales .at 
the end of July. This loss of 
condition represents a very 
severe deterioration, bat | in 
spite of these figures and the 
alarmist views put forward on the 
publication cf the last Bureau report, 
prices have failed to advanec to any 
appreciable extent and the tendency 
at present is downwards. This is not 


Promises to be available in almost any 
conceivable event and it becomes more 
obvious that a very substantialincrease 
in the consumption will be needed to 
give any semblance of strength to the 
markets. Reports of the Egyptian 
crop are also far from satisfactory 
owing to prevalence of insect damage 
and scarcity of water, but prices are 
again unaffected, There is no improve- 
ment whatever in our market, the 
demand for both yam and 
cloth being of the smallest 
order. The little business..that -hae, 
been ‘transacted has, for the most 
part, been for miscellaneous goods, 
comprising fancies and the ‘more 
superior makes rather than the lower 
staple qualities. Printing cloths are 
absolutely neglected. Yarn prices 
have given way appreciably, mainly, 
owing to the adoption of full time 
working by spinners, who are in a very 
weak position through the lull in 
buying. The fall is fully reflected in 
cloth quotations, as manufacturers 
are just as badly situated 
and are anxious to ‘avoid 
further stopping of looms. There 
are in fact many eager sellers and 
very few wanting to buy.’ Offers from 
China are reduced to a minimum. 
India generally continues to hold off, 
although there has again been some 
enquiry from Calcutta for dhooties. 
It is expected however that the next 
month or two will see a substantial 
teduction of the stocks of the dear 
outstanding goods in India and some 
resumption of buying will follow.

NEW AGREEMENT. 


The French Chamber recently 
ratified the convention made between 
the State and the Compsgnie des 
M ies ‘Maritimes on December 
29, 1920. This convention was 
rendered necessary owing to the im- 
possibility of a private concern being 
able to fulfil at present all the con- 
ditions required for the national mail 
services.

OUTWARD FREIGHT QUESTION. 


SHIPPING AWAITING COAL CARGOES. 

In connection with the improve- 
ment in the homeward freight 
markets, which was discussed 
recently, says The Times, it is from 
the East that the inquiry is now 
strongest, and the upward movement 


in the rates is evidently due, partly at |} 


any rate, to the scarcity of vessels now 
available there for loading, which, in 
turn, is traceable to the recent stop- 
page of work at the British 
collieries.
